rXiring tlie campaign, this re¬ 
spect far other parties and 
candidates should continue, 
as well as for the public tliat 
needs to go about its daily 
business. Certain practices 
could he considered provoca¬ 
tive and are & owned upon. 
Intentionally intruding on an¬ 
other party's "territory" to 
distnbuted car stickers and 
propaganda is discouraged. 

Aware that there will be 
many rallies and events, the 
commission asks that organ¬ 
izers to control the consump¬ 
tion of alcohol and be 
considerate to residents of the 
area regarding noise pollu¬ 
tion. Having a live band on a 
trailer is quite common, and 
though it IS a good time for 
those attending, campaign 
events should be aware that 
residents of an area need to 
get up and work in the morn¬ 
ing; so Imut the hours and try 
to keep the noise at a man¬ 
ageable level. 

This also applies to pro¬ 
viding proper w^aste disposal 
and not leaving belnnd an ac¬ 
cumulation of refuse. Unlike 
public events like carnival, 
the official waste manage¬ 
ment of Aruba, SERLIMAR, 
will not be cleaning up after¬ 


wards; event organizers are 
urged to make arrangements 
to resolve this issue. 

A maj or issue which is al¬ 
ready inviting comment IS the 
many road rallies and demon¬ 
strations that interfere witli 
tlie fl 0 w 0 f daily h fe an d traf- 
hc on Aruba Motorcades 
should be limited so as not to 
disrupt business and incon¬ 
venience the public. This par¬ 
ticular applies to today's 
event when tlie lists are sub¬ 
mitted, but has become an 
issue on most weekends, and 
will likely occur more fre¬ 
quently as Election Day 
looms. Permits for political 
demonstrations must be ob¬ 
tained and con ducted in areas 
wluch will not create diffi¬ 
culty for emergency vein cl es, 
in particular, and be limited 
in size.

Disney reaches for the skies with 

*^Planes ** 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - As 
a lifelong aviation enthusiast 
and qualified pilot, film¬ 
maker Klay Hall was the log¬ 
ical choice when Disney was 
seeking a director for its lat¬ 
est animated offering, 
"Planes." 

A spill-off of Pixar's phe¬ 
nomenally success fill "Cars' 
fi^anchise, "Planes" was ini¬ 
tially envisioned as a video 
project, released tlirough the 
Disney Toon Studios divi¬ 
sion 

However, Disney took the 
rare step of giving tlie movie 
a th e atri c al rel e ase, c onfi dent 
the film, which opens in the 
United States this week, has 
potential to be a commercial 
success at tlie box office. 

The sky-high hopes for 
the project are a testament to 
the work of Hall, a pilot who 
comes fi'ora a long line of 
aviators. Both Hall’s father, a 
former US Navy pilot, and 
grandfatlier were fliers. 

As a child growing up in 
California, Hall would ac¬ 
company lus father to a local 
airheld to watch planes tak¬ 
ing off and landing, often 
sketching what he saw. 

Decades later. Hall's affin¬ 
ity witli aircraft me ant tlie di¬ 
rector was in his element as 
he got to work on "Planes." 

While the project bears 
obvious similarities to 
"Cars," Disney's legendary 


aiumation chief Jolin Las- 
seter -- who directed botli 
"Cars" and "Cars 2' — en¬ 
couraged Hall to "create his 
own universe.' 

'The aesthetics are the 
same We have eyes and tlie 
characters talk, and it's a 
chaniimg d e si gn o f a vehi cl e. 
But tliat's where the smiilaii- 
ties stop," the director added. 

"Hanes" followstlie adven¬ 
tures of a feisty icrop-dusting 
plane called Dusty who 
dreams of competing in a pres¬ 
tigious roiuid-tlie-world race. 

'I always loved tlie under¬ 
dog stones, the little guy, tlie 
weak guy able to rise above. 


I think it's a classic story, 
it's universal,"' Hall said. 

" I also like tlie idea tliat 
he's built one way but 
deep dovm he feels he can 
do more." 

Hall said particular at¬ 
tention to tlie mechanics 
of his characters' flying 
sequences. 

"One of the hardest 
things is to make airplanes 
fly and make their flight 
believable," he said. 'It 
look us at least six months 
to crack tliat code We had 
aviation experts in, flight 
experts and consultants." 

The other mam chal¬ 
lenge was deciding how to 
'humanize' the planes at 
tlie center of tlie action. 
"A car IS on the ground. 
Everyone knows how a car 
rolls and works — they have 
a big windslueld for the eyes, 
a big grill area for the 
mouth,' he said 

'We have wings, that are 
constantly in tlie way, we have 
little wind slu elds, the mouth 
IS on tlie bottom. Then we 
have the propellers, always in 
tlie way of the camera Tons 
of challenges," he added. 

Tlie last time Disney 
turned a plane into a caitooii 
character was way back in 
1942, when Uie animated 
short 'Pedro" was releasediii 
conjunction with "Saludos 
Amigos."

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Gunman tosses 
bomb, shoots 8 In 
Texas rampage 


CHICAGO (AFP) - A gun¬ 
man line an explosive device 
during a rampage tliat left 
four people dead and four in¬ 
jured in two Texas homes, 
police said Thursday. 

Tlie gunman was arrested 
without incident when police 
arrived at tire second home 
and initial reports indicated 
he was stunned, and mutter¬ 
ing his name and a military 
rank and serial number. 

Police have not yet identi¬ 
fied the suspect and could not 
confirm whether he was a 
current or funner member of 
tlie military 

■We do believe this is a 
domestic related inadent," 
Corporal Melissa Frank of 
tire DeSoto police department 
told reporters. 

Police got a call after dark 
on Wednesday when a 
woman, concerned about her 
daughter after a disturbing 
phone call, went to a Dallas 
home and discovered the car¬ 
nage 

Her daughter, who is 
about 43, was dead as was 
her 17-year-old granddaugh¬ 
ter Her grandson, 14, was 
shot as was a 17-year-old girl 
who was visiting at the time. 


She told police to check a 
home in the nearby suburb of 
DeSoto. While police were 
rushing there they received a 
call firom a child begging for 
help. 

When tliey amved at 
about 10:45 pm they discov¬ 
ered two women had been 
shot dead while two boys, 
aged II and 13, were 
wounded 

Local media identified the 
shooter as a fomier school 
teacher and member of an all- 
male Dallas Mavencks dance 
troup. 

Family members told 
KDFW news that Erbie 
Bowser, 44, opened fire at his 
girlfriend's house, killing 
Toya Smith, 43, and her 
daughter Tasini a Allen. Her 
wounded son was identified 
as Storm Malone. 

He then drove to his ex- 
wife's home in DeSoto, but it 
IS not yet clear if she was 
among tlie two women killed 
there. 

Local media reported tlial 
a grenade was tossed in the 
DeSoto home but police said 
they could not yet confirm 
what type of explosive was 
used 


Italy cracks down on violence 
against women 


ROME (AFP) - Italy adopted 
a draft law on Tliursday to 
crack down on violence 
against wo men m the wake o f 
an escalating trend of attacks 
by husbands and lovers. 

■We promised we would 
do it, we did it," Prime Min¬ 
ister Enrico Letta said on 
Twitter after tlie government 
adopted the draft bill wliicli is 
expected to be quickly vali¬ 
dated by parliament. 

In the first siz months of 
this year, 31 women were 
murdered in so-called femi¬ 
cide attacks in Italy, in 75 
percent of cases by their part¬ 
ners or a member of their 
family, according to Italy's 
biggest trade union, &e 
CGIL. 

In 3013, 134 women were 
killed, and a third of all 
women in Italy ai'e victims at 
some point of domestic vio¬ 
lence according to a United 
Nations report, which cites 
data firom tiie national statis¬ 
tics agency (ISTAT). 

Tlie bill IS "'a strong signal 
of a radical change" and the 
launch of 'a relentless fight 


against the sad phenomenon 
of femicide," Letta said at a 
press conference following 
its adoption. 

Measures include the 
obligatory arrest of those 
caught in the act of stalking 
or physically abusing vic¬ 
tims. 

Once a complaint has b een 
lodged against a suspect, it 
can no longer be withdrawn 
and a police investigation 
will be launched, 

Vi ol ent hu sb and s or p art - 
ners will be evicted fi'om tbe 
family home and victims will 
be kept constantly up to date 
on their attacker's legal status 
-- including being in formed if 
aggressors behind bars are re¬ 
leased from jail. 

Italy's speaker of til e lower 
house of parliament Laura 
Boldrini in May called for a 
law to defend women from 
misogynist and violent acts 
after receiving hundreds of 
menacing messages on tlie 
Internet, including photos al¬ 
tered to show her head on the 
bodies of women being 
raped

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
JPMorgan disclosed in a se¬ 
curities filing that in May it 
was notified by the civil divi¬ 
sion of the US Attorney's Of- 
hce for tlie Eastern District of 
California stating that it had 
preliminarily concluded that 
tlie bank ■violated certain 
federal secunties laws" in 
connection with the subpnme 
mortgage-backed secunties 
offered over 3D05-3Q07. 

The filing descnbed a fed¬ 
eral cnminal inquiry m paral¬ 
lel to the civil investigation, 
but did not provide further 
details. 

The filing went on to say 
lliat JPM organ is responding 
to "a number of subpoenas 
and informal requests for in¬ 
formation firom other federal 


and state authonties" over its 
sale of mortgage-backed se¬ 
cunties firom the same pe- 
nod. 

The probes signal that JP- 
Morgan, the nation's largest 
bank by revenue, continues to 
face tough regulatory scrutiny 
amid increased political de¬ 
bate on whether some giant 
banl^s are ■too big to fail." 

The company last week 
agr eed to p ay $ 410 million to 
resolve US charges that it 
maiupulated power prices in 
California and the Midwest. 

The probes are also the 
latest sign tlie big banks are 
still not clear of fallout from 
the housing bust and subse¬ 
quent financial cnsis. US reg¬ 
ulators Tuesday sued Bank of 
America for firaud over its 


sale of $350 million m mort¬ 
gage-backed securities that 
caused huge losses for in¬ 
vestors. 

In the filing, JPM organ re¬ 
iterated tliat it IS ■currently 
experiencing an unprece¬ 
dented increase in regulation 
and supervision" and that tlie 
change in environment 
"could have a significant im¬ 
pact on how the finn con¬ 
ducts business," 

Tlie brink, which also 
fac es pn V ate hti gati on rel ate d 
to the deimse of the ME

Amnesty to Hamas:

Suicide attack kiiis 38 at Pakistan 


JERUSALEM (AFP) 
Amnesty International on 
Thursday urged Gaza Strip 
rulers Hamas to halt prisoner 
executions planned for after 
the Muslim Eid al-Fjtr holiday, 
wliich IS celebrated until Sun¬ 
day 

"The Hamas authorities in 
Gaza must halt several execu¬ 
tions they say they plan to 
carry out after this week's 
Muslim religious festival of 
Eld al-Fitr,“ the London-based 
rights watchdog said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"We acknowledge the right 
and responsibility of govern¬ 
ments to bring to justice those 
suspected of cnminal offences, 
but the death penalty is cniel 
and inhuman," said Philip 
Luthei; Amnesty's Middle East 
and NoilhAfnea director. 

"Hrere is no evidence ftrat 
(execution) deters crime more 
effectively tlran other punish¬ 
ments," he added. 

Hrose sentenced to death in¬ 
clude a 37-year-old brown as 
"HMA", who Anrnesty says 


confessed under torture to the 
rape atrd murder of a six-yeai- 
old boy when HMA Irimself 
was under 18. 

Another, 33-year-old, "FA", 
was sentenced in March for 
"collaboration" with Israel, 
Amnesty said. 

Ttrere has been no speciftc 
date given for the executions. 

Hairras prime mjnister Is¬ 
mail Hairiya on August 3 said 
"we shall not desist in preserv¬ 
ing our internal security 

"We must not tolerate any¬ 
one who would violate mteinal 
security," he was quoted by 
H auras-affiliated Felesteen 
news website as saying. 

He did not specifically men¬ 
tion those nairredm Amnesty's 
statement, however. 

Haniya said he "respected" 
rights groups tlrat campaigired 
against capital punishment, but 
stressed "We also respect our 
own blood, and our laws."

Fayaz Smnbal, a deputy in¬ 
spector general of police and 
one of the most senior officers 
in Quetta, was among those 
blled. 

A son of the imam of tire 
mosque attire police headquar¬ 
ters was among the dead, Doc¬ 
tor Syed Sarwar Shah told AFP 
at one hospital.

The gene signature of aris- 
to Id clue acid — denved hum a 
vine known as birthwort — 
was found in tumors from 19 
upper uiinary tract cancer pa¬ 
tients from Taiwan. 

Scientists have long known 
that the acid was a carcinogen, 
but the new study shows for 
the first time that it causes far 
more genetic mutations than 
smoking-related lung cancer

In an op-ed that appeared 
on CNN's wehsite Tliursday, 
Why I Changed My Mind On 
Weed, Gupta said he had mis¬ 
takenly believed the Drug 
Enforcement Agency had 
sound scientific proof when it 
placed marijuana in tlie cate¬ 
gory of the most dangerous 


drugs. Surely, they must have 
quality reasoning as to why 
marijuana is in the category 
of the most dangerous drugs 
that have "no accepted me¬ 
dicinal use and a high poteii- 
tial for abuse 

Tliey didn't have the sci¬ 
ence to support that claim, 
and I now know that when it 
comes to manjuaiia neitlier o f 
tliose tlungs are true. It does¬ 
n't have a high potential for 
abuse, and tliere are very le¬ 
gitimate medical applica¬ 
tions. In fact, sometimes 
manjuana is the only thing 
tliat works. Take tlie case of 
Charlotte Figi, who I met in 
Colorado She started having 
seizures soon after birth. By 
age 3„ she was having 3Q0 a 
week, despite being on seven 
different medications. Med¬ 
ical manjuana has calmed her 
brain, limiting her seizures to 
2 or 3 per montli 

I have seen more patients 
like Charlotte first hand, 
spent lime with them and 
come to tlie realization that it 
is irresponsible not to provide 
tlie best care we can as a 
medical commumty, care that 
could involve marijuana.

PARIS (AFP) - Sizty-two 
years ago, scientists harvested 
cancer cells from an African 
American tobacco farmer 
winch were used for some of 
the biggest breaktliroiiglis m 
medic^ science - without her 
knowledge or consent. 

Tlie ah normally resilient 
cells were taken from Henri¬ 
etta Lacks shortly before she 
died and used for decades 
without her family's knowl¬ 
edge, spawning Nob el-win¬ 
ning discoveries and a 
multi-mi 111 on-dollar industry 
that yielded tlie polio vaccine, 
cloning, in-vitro fertilisation 
and many medictaes. 

It became the most widely 
used human cell line used by 
researchers and made Lacks a 
giant contributor to medical 
s Cl enc e, alb ei t unwittingly. 

Now, siz decades after her 
deatlx Lacks' descendents are 
paving the way yet again -- 
tins time helping to lay the 
groundwork for ethical use of 
genetic data obtained m the 
name ofresearch. 

On Wednesday, authonlies 
announced they had finally 
reached an agreement with 
Laiidcs' family for the contin¬ 
ued, though controlled, use of 
the cells' genomic data, wliich 
was published on the same oc¬ 
casion 

Lacks, a mother of five, was 
31 when she died of an aggres¬ 
sive cervical cancer at Johns 
Hopkms Hospital m Balti¬ 
more, M aryl and in 1951. 

At tire time, US regulations 
did not require doctors to ob¬ 
tain a patient's consent to har¬ 
vest cell specimens. 

Tire cells taken fi'om Lacks, 
dubbed He La for tlie first let¬ 


ters of her first and last names, 
caused great excitement m sci¬ 
entific circles: they were the 
first-ever human cells to grow 
endlessly in the lab -- all otli- 
ers harvested up to this point 
eventually died 

La'cks' identity was revealed 
in a scientific journal in 1971, 
followed by a television doc¬ 
umentary m 1997 and tlie pub¬ 
lication in 3010 of a book, 
"The Immortal Life of Herm- 
etta Lacks'*, now being made 
into a film. 

nien in Mai'ch tliis year, 
scientists from the European 
Molecular' Biology Labora¬ 
tory in Geimany published a 
full genome of tlie cell line -- 
including data that could di¬ 
vulge certam heritable traits of 
Lacks' descendents. 

Such information, wliich 
may point to a propensity for 
diseases hke alcoholism, 
Alzheimer's disease orbipolai' 
disorder, could he used to 
deny people life insurance or 
disability coverage, aid the 
data was removed from public 
fora within days after tlie fam¬ 
ily protested. 

Tlie incident resulted in 
talks between the Lacks fam¬ 
ily and the NIH, which in turn 


yielded Wednesday's deal in 
teniis of which researchers 
must apply to the NIH to use 
the HeLa genomic data in a 
study agree to temis defined 
by a paiel that will include 
two Lacks faimly members, 
and contribute their findings to 
a database.

"We couldn't advance and 
extract the gold because of the 
bad vibes out there," said a 
Juan Alberto Diaz, the ven¬ 
ture's promoter. 

Prosecutors stepped in and 
put a stop to tlie huge dig in tlie 
Asmicion suburb of Capireta, 
saying Diaz lacked an environ¬ 
mental pennit. 

Acting on what he said were 
historical clues and sophisti¬ 
cated satellite imageiy, Diaz 
began digging last Friday for 
what he believed was a 3.3 ton 
cache of gold buried by a 19th 
centuiy Pai'aguayan war hero 
Francisco Solano Lopez. 

He had the appro vd of may¬ 
ors of the surrounding commu¬ 
nities, police and even some 
lawmakers. 

Over tlie next five days, 
bundleds of people stopped to 
watch as his crew excavated a 
IQD by 3Q meter (yard) area. 

Hiey dug down 30 meters 
but water began gushing into 
tbe hole. 

Then prosecutor Cmtbia 
Lovera liharged Diaz with 
damaging the environment, 
and ordered him to stop. 

She also sent summons to 
the officials who approved the 
dig.

growill-oriented policie!; m 
Greece, saying the austerity 
has not been adequate to re¬ 
vive the country's battered 
economy. 

Speaking after tEilks with 
Greek Pnme Mimster Antonis 
Samaras, Obania said he was 
confident in his visitor's com¬ 
mitment to much-needed re¬ 
forms. 

‘What we also agreed to, is 
that in dealing with the chal¬ 
lenges that Greece faces, we 
cannot simply look at austerity 
for a strategy," Obama said. 

‘It's important tliat we have 
a plan for fiscal consolidatiou 
to manage the debt,“ he told 
rep alters.

Pope steps up financial controls 
at Vatican 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Francis intensified the 
fight against corruption in the 
Vatican onTtiursday, strength¬ 
ening the law to counter 
"money laundering, tire financ¬ 
ing of tenon an and tlie prolif¬ 
eration of weapons of mass 
destruction." 

Hie short 'Motu PropnoV a 
decree of Francis's own initia¬ 
tive, sti'engthens the supeiwi- 
sion of financial transactions 
"in respons'e to a recommenda¬ 
tion of tlie Moneyval Commit¬ 


tee," the European watchdog 
which earned out a review of 
the Vatican banl^ last year 

It includes tlie creation of a 
new Financial Secunty Com¬ 
mittee to help increase vi^- 
lance and coordinate efforts in 
conntenng coiTuption. 

It also extends laws winch 
previously only applied to the 
tiny state to the "institutes and 
entihes dependent on the Holy 
See, as well as to nonprofit or¬ 
ganisations" -- such as the 
Caiitas International humani¬ 


tarian organisation. 

Hie decree is just the latest 
in a series of bold moves on 
the part of the pontiff to dean 
up die institution's murky fi¬ 
nancial image. 

"It IS a means of ensnnng 
the road (towards ti'ans- 
parency) continues^' Vatican 
spokesman Fedenco Lom¬ 
bardi said in a press confer¬ 
ence. 

"In today's world, it is all 
ah out resisting inci'easingly ni¬ 
si dious forms of financial 
criminality We have to be 
equal to the chaHenges in 
order to protect legality, and 
not be left beliind," he said 

The Vatican is attempting 
to reform its finances to get 
onto a "wlnte list" of states 
that respect international 
fraud rules. 

What has been hailed as a 
potential revolution by many 
religious watchei's began with 
the appointment mid-June of 
one of the pope's trusted allies 
to oversee management of the 
Institute for R.eligious Works 
(lOR) -- as the bank is 
known 

The 7i3-year-old pontiff 
followed tins by installing a 
special five-member commis¬ 
sion tasked witli investigating 
the bank and reporting their 
findings directly back to him 
personally. 

The commission's first re¬ 
port is expected in October, 
and may spark wider refoims 
of the murky institute.

Winnie Mandela releases 
journal on prison life 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Nelson Mandela's ex-wife 
Winnie on Hiursday released 
a book about her detention by 
the apartheid regime, a time 
she desenbed as the darkest 
part of her fife. 

Hie book "491 Days: Pris¬ 
oner number 1323/69“ is 
based on a journal Winnie 
Madikizela-Mandela kept in 
prison during her detention. 

In the book Winnie shares 
some of her journal entries as 
well as letters between her 
husband and herself. 

The book details her har¬ 
rowing isolated confinement 
for over a year after security 
police detained her at her 
Soweto home on May 12, 
1969. 

An anti-ap aitheid activist in 
her own right, she was held at 
Pretoria Central Piison urith a 
group of other fighters under 
the notorious Terrorism Act. 

Her then-hush and Nelson 


Mandela had already been in 
prison almost seven yeai's by 
then. 

A lawyer's widow had the 
journal, and returned it to 
Madikizela-Mandela 41 yeai's 
aft.er her release on Eeptember 
14, 1970. 

She said reading tlie j oumal 
brought back painful memo¬ 
ries about the suffering she, 
her family and her two clul- 
drenZindzi andZenani --then 
little girls -- experienced. 

Nelson Mandela, 95, 
marked two months m hospital 
onTliursday. 

Hie pair divorced in 1996, 
two years after he became 
South Afire a's first black pres¬ 
ident. 

Winnie Mandela is still 
revered as mother of the na¬ 
tion, despite her implication in 
tlie death of activists on the 
eve of apartlieid's end and a 
CDiTuption conviction a decade 
later.

LONDON (AFP) - Liverpool 
owner John W Heniy has dealt 
a or blow to Luis Suarez's 
hopes of esc^ing Aiifield 
after the unsettled Umguay 
striker was told he wont h e al¬ 
lowed to leave at any pnee. 

Suarez has been desperate 
to leave the Reds since tlie end 
of last season and Ai'senal 
have tired to talre advantage by 
making a £.40 million plus £1 
bid that was supposed to trig¬ 
ger a clause in the forwai'd's 
contract that allowed Inin to 
talk to interested clubs. 

However, Liverpool are 
adamant there is no such 
clause, prompting a furious re¬ 
sponse from Suarez, who ac¬ 
cused Reds boss Brendan 
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F.odgers of going back on a 
promise to let Inm leave after 
the Merseyside team failed to 
quabfy for this season's Cham¬ 
pions League 

Rodgers reacted by banish¬ 
ing Suai'ez, who he said had 
shown "total disrespect", to 
tram with the reserves and 
Henry, the figurehead of the 
Boston-based Fenway Sports 
Group til at owns Liverpool, 
has now made it cleai' he will 
not consider letting tlie R-eds' 
pnze asset] oin a top-four rival

Liverpool may yet face a 
Premier League arbitration 
hearing or legal challenge 
from Suarez over the disputed 
clause in liis contract.
